MORAL  &   RELIGIOUS    EDUCATION. 

No  one  can  justly  charge  us  with  Sectarianism  in  any  of  its  furuis, 
but  we  do  ardently  desire  to  inculcate  the  practical  recognition  of 
the  great  principles  of  the  Christian  lloligion,  as  cherished  by  every 
donomiuation  of  Evangelical  Christians. 

!BIBLE    CLASSES. 

Two  Bible  Classes,  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal  and  Pre- 
ceptress, meet  every  Sabbath  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  having  a 
specific  subject  for  exposition  and  proof  assigned.  In  order  to 
render  the  exercises  more  interesting,  one  or  two  of  the  young  ladies 
write  and  read  an  essay  on  some  theological  tliemc,  or  Scri^jturc 
narrative  each  week, 

ENGLISH    COMPOSITION. 

This  important  branch  of  Education  receives  special  attention, 
and  a  variety  of  means  are  cm  ployed  to  awaken  and  sustain  an 
interest  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils  in  relation  to  this  duty. 

MODE   OF   STUDY   &   RECITATION. 

Pupils  are  required  to  t/iink,  and  not  merely  to  repeat  what  is 
written  in  the  text  book.  The  Analytic  and  Syntlietic  methods 
are  employed  in  conducting  recitations.  Mathematics  are  especially 
valued  for  disciplining  the  mind. 

RECORDS. 

A  daily  record  is  kept  of  tl""  attendance,  deportment,  and  scho- 
larship of  each  pupil. 
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DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas,  signed  by  the  Principal  and  Preceptress,  and  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  arc  awarded  to  those  who  pass 
satisfactory  examinations  in  tlie  full  course  of  study  prescribed. 

HONORARY    CARDS. 

Honorary  Cards  are  presented  to  those  who  attend  an  entire 
session  of  forty-two  weeks,  when  the  deportment  is  rigidly  exact, 
and  recitations  average  seven,  (i.e.  very  good,)  and  no  demerits  are 
registered. 

HONOR  TO    INDUSTRY. 

A  card  bearing  the  above  inscription  is  given  to  those  whose 
deportment  has  been  above  censure,  and  when  the  recitations  have 
averaged  six,  and  whose  demerits  do  not  exceed  five  during  a  term. 

GOLDEN    RECORD. 

Graduates  and  young  ladies  who  receive  Honorary  Cards  have 
their  names  enrolled  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  termed  "The 

GOLDliN   llliCORD." 

PHYSICAL    EDUCATION. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  preserve  the  health  of  pupils.  The  teach- 
ers engage  in  the  sports  of  the  young  ladies,  and  every  moans 
employed  to  render  exorcise  conducive  to  proper  and  healthy  physi- 
cal development.  The  School  Rooms  are  large  and  well  ventilated, 
and  the  young  ladies'  rooms  are  spacious  and  comfortable.  A  suite 
uf  large  and  well  furnished  rooms  is  at  suitable  times  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  social  intercourse,  when  the  young  ladies  spend  a  plea- 
sant hour  witli  the  teachers  and  each  other.  Calisthenics  and  walk- 
ing obligatory. 

No  pupil  is  excused  from  the  examinations  except  under  very 
special  circumstances. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  Govcrnniont  of  the  Schnol  is  kind  and  parental  but  decided. 
We  aim  to  secure  strict  obedience  to  rules  from  a  principle  of  love 
rather  than  fear. 
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MONEY. 


It  is  hopoJ  that  parents  will  not  supply  their  dauglitcrs  with  much 
sj)cn(ling  money,  as  it  tends  to  cultivate  habits  of  extravaganco  and 
useless  self-indulgence. 

SHOPPING. 

Young  ladies  arc  not  allowed  to  go  shop[)ing  oftener  than  onco  in 
a  month,  and  then  l)y  permission  of  the  I'receptress  and  accompa- 
nied by  a  Teacher. 

CHURCH    ATTENDANCE. 

Attendance  at  Church  twice  every  Lord's  Day  is  considered  obli- 
gatory. Parents  and  Guardians  are  re(iucsted  to  specify  by  note 
the  place  of  worship  whore  they  may  wish  their  children  or  wards  to 
attend,  and  if  practicable  their  wishes  will  be  comi»lied  with.  In 
the  absence  of  a  written  reijuest  from  parents  or  guardians  the 
students  attend  the  Wcsleyan  Church,  where  free  sittings  are  pro- 
vided for  them. 

MUSIC. 

A  Gentleman  Professor  of  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music,  who 
is  also  an  excellent  Organist,  is  constantly  engaged  in  teaching.  A 
Lady  Teacher  of  superior  ability  as  a  performer  and  vocalist  devotes 
her  whole  time  to  the  instruction  of  her  pupils,  and  also  superin- 
tends the  practice  of  the  young  ladies. 

INSTRUMENTS. 

During  the  last  two  years  several  new  Instruments  have  been 
procured,  of  superior  (juality  and  tone,  for  lessons  and  practice. 
Eight  Pianos  arc  placed  at  the  service  of  the  pupils.  The  Institu- 
tion is  also  furnislied  with  a  superior  Organ  Harmonium,  with  four 
Stops  and  Pedal  Bass  attachments,  on  which  both  melodeon  and 
organ  pupils  practice.  The  popularity  and  efiicioncy  of  this  depart- 
ment may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  tliat  there  are  now  sixty-sis 
pupils  in  Instrumental  Music. 

The  best  selections  in  3Iusic  are  made  from  the  first  publisliiiig 
houses  in  13  )ston,  and  standard  works  of  Instruction  on  the  Piano, 
Melodeon,  and  Organ,  as  well  as  for  A'ocal  Music,  always  on 
hand. 
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OIL  PAINTING,  DRAWING,  &c. 

In  this  (lopartniont  toadiers  of  ability  have  buon  sccureil,  who 
deyoto  all  their  time  to  the  itu[»il.s.  The  .students  in  tlio  variou.s 
branches  of  the  Fine  Arts  average  from  seventv  to  eighty  per  term. 
No  expense  h;.  ■  been  spared  in  procuring  the  greatest  possible 
variety  of  the  l>est  copies  for  the  pupils.  The  materials  for  this 
dejiartment  arc  imported  direct  from  London.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  those  who  expect  to  become  teachers  of  the  arts. 

Parents  arc  rciiuested  to  connnunicatc  directly  with  the  Principal 
or  Preceptress  their  wishes  with  lespect  to  the  Fine  Arts.  Young 
Lidies  sometimes  are  atbnitted  to  these  classes,  assuming  that  their 
|)arents'  consent  has  been  obtained,  when  afterwards  this  is  found 
not  to  have  been  the  case. 

We  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  different  brandies  arc  all 
taught  at  a  very  low  rate,  yet  we  must  caution  parents  that  if  their 
cliildrcn  take  many  studies  and  add  to  these  Music  and  the  Fine 
Arts,  with  the  materials  reipiired,  their  bills  n\ust  run  up  to  a 
]n'etty  large  -pum. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  students  should  enter  the  Institution  at 
the  conmiencemcnt  of  the  term  and  continue  until  the  close.  The 
literary  exercises  and  concert  at  the  close  of  the  term  are  found  to 
exert  a  very  benefieial  influence. 

Attention  is  invited  particularly  to  the  importance,  in  connection 
with  the  flnancial  working  of  the  Academy,  of  the  advance  payment 
of  the  ordinary  charge  foi  tuition  and  board. 

A  good  library  is  accessible  to  the  pupils,  for  the  use  of  which  a 
small  fee  is  charged. 

The  Institution  is  moderately  supplied  with  Phib.sophical  appa- 
ratus, useful  for  illustrations  and  experiments  by  the  Teachers. 

A  well  supplied  IMedicine  Chest  is  always  kept  in  the  Academy, 
and  every  case  of  sickness  receives  immediate  attention.  There  is 
a  regular  charge  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  term  'frr 
medicine.
